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e Che Importance of the Resurrection 
Co Our Redemp tion 


Text: “And if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. If in 
this life only we have hope in Christ, 
we are of all men most miserable.”— 
1 Cor. 15:17-19. 


The text is words from Paul’s letter 
addressed to the Church of God at 
Corinth. He devoted the entire fif- 
teenth chapter of his first letter to the 
Corinthians to the resurrection of 
Christ and of the bodies of the saints. 

I fear the average minister of the 
gospel does not understand the full 
significance of the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ to our redemption. Great 
emphasis is put on the fact that He 
died for our sins, and indeed He did. 
But if He had not arisen we would be 
depending on a dead Savior, and re- 
demption based upon a dead Re- 
deemer would be in vain. Paul said, “If 
Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is vain 
also.” Through His resurrection He 
conquered death, hell, and the grave. 
“And then was brought to pass the 
saying which was written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory?” Ministers of the full gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ must not overlook 
the importance of the resurrection of 
Christ. The apostles and those who 
first presented the message of the sav- 
ing grace of Jesus Christ emphasize 

@ not only His death but also His resur- 
rection. 

Peter preached the first evanglistic 
sermon after the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. 
He declared that Christ was taken by 
wicked hands, crucified, and slain. But 
he switched immediately to the fact 
that God raised Him up, having loosed 
the pains of death, because it was not 
possible that He should be holden of it. 
Then he referred to the prophecies of 
the Old Testament speakers concern- 
ing His resurrection, and concluded 
his argument by picturing Christ not 
dead, but exalted at the right hand of 
God. Then said Peter, “Having re- 
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ceived of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this which ye now see and hear.” And 
they were seeing and hearing men and 
women unctionized by the power of 
the Holy Ghost speaking in other 
tongues and acting like drunken men. 
Plenty of action, life, and religion, be- 
cause it had been put forth by, not a 
dead Savior, but one exalted in power 
and great glory. He must be preached 
as an immortal, living Savior. 

The first two gospel preachers put 
in prison after the day of Pentecost 
were apprehended for preaching the 
resurrection. “As they spake unto the 
people, the priests and the captain of 
the temple and Sadducees came upon 
them. Being grieved that they taught 
the people and preached through Je- 
sus Christ the resurrection from the 
dead, they laid hands on them and 
put them in hold unto the next day.” 
The next day these two gospel preach- 
ers, Peter and John, were brought to 
trial and after being threatened were 
released. They went back to their com- 
pany of brethren and after prayer God 
endued them with special power and 
boldness and they continued to preach 
Christ and the resurrection. “And with 
great power gave the apostles witness 
of the resurrection of the Lord Jesus: 
and great grace was upon them all,” 
Acts 4:33. 


When Paul went into a city for an 
evangelistic campaign, he preached Je- 
sus Christ and Him crucified, but he 
did not leave Him a dead Savior, he 
put emphasis on the fact that He had 
been raised from the dead. It was not 
unusual for men to be crucified. The 
Jews nor Gentiles would have believed 
in a dead Redeemer, but when they 
were convinced of His resurrection 
they were ready to accept Him as 
their Savior. When Paul went into the 
city of Athens preaching and dis- 
puting daily in the synagogues and 
market places, he encountered great 
opposition with the Jews, devout per- 
sons and certain philosophers. “And 
some said, What will this babbler say? 
other some, He seemeth to be a set-

ter forth of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, and the 
resurrection,” Acts 17:18. This was a 
Strange doctrine to those religious 
leaders; a day was therefore set to 
hear Paul further on the _ subject. 
“Then Paul stood in the midst of 
Mars’ hill, and said, Ye men of Athens, 
I perceive that in all things ye are 
too superstitious,” and he proceeded 
to condemn their gods of gold, silver, 
and stone, graven by art and man’s 
devices. And he preached to them the 
God that they ignorantly worshiped. 
Paul found on one of their altars an 
acknowledgment that God did exist, 
but to them, they confessed, He was 
an unknown God. This God, to Paul, 
was no stranger and he knew His Son 
in the power of the resurrection, and 
in the conclusion of his sermon on 
Mars Hill he declared in verses 30 and 
31 of this same chapter, “And the 
times of this ignorance God winked 
at; but now commandeth all men ev- 
ery where to repent: Because he hath 
appointed a day, in which he will judge 
the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; whereof 
he hath given assurance unto all men, 
in that he hath raised him from the 
dead.” 

Paul declared the assurance of all 
men was in the fact that God had 
raised Jesus from the dead. Christ suf- 
fered. He bled, He died for the sins of 
men, but our redemption climaxed in 
the resurrection. 

When Paul was being accused before 
the Sanhedrin Council he said, “Of 
the hope and resurrection of the dead 
I am called in question,” not because 
he preached the crucifixion, but the 
resurrection. Preaching the resur- 
rection stirred the world and the devil, 
and saved sinners. 

We will quote two statements from 
the pen of St. Peter regarding the 
saving power of the _ resurrection, 
“Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resur-

The message that the Church is to 
deliver is the “Christ” whom God has 
sent, and this is the message that the 
world needs. : 
When this Christ is presented as the 
fulfillment of all scripture, He will be 


> @: forth as the historical Christ, in- 


arnate, suffering, crucified, and risen. 

Not only is the Church called to 
present Him as “the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world, the 
Prophet, Priest, and King by whom 
man is redeemed,” but it is called to 
teach that “thus it behooved Christ 
to suffer and to rise from the dead 
the third day.” 


There are many infallible proofs in 
the New Testament setting forth the 
credibility of the resurrection of Christ 
—the stone rolled away, the empty 
tomb, the visitation of the two men 
from the unseen world in shining gar- 
ments, the angels appearing on the 
scene, the benumbing terror which 
seized the guards who were watching, 
and the appearance of the risen Lord. 
To better establish the fact and real- 
ity of the appearances of the risen 
Christ, He showed Himself not only to 
solitary individuals but to collective 
bodies. Paul tells us that He was seen 
of five hundred brethren at once and 
that manifestations of His divine pres- 
ence took place at different hours of 
the day and in different localities—in 
Judea, Galilee, rooms of houses, and 
in the open air. 

The outstanding evidence the be- 
liever has is the witness of the Spirit 
in his own heart. 

The writer in Heb. 6:5 speaks of 
those who were once enlightened hav- 
ing tasted of the heavenly gift, and 
were made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, who have tasted the good Word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to come. Thus, we gather that there 
is an experience which we, the Chris- 
tian believers, can attain to that will 
enable us to have a taste of the power 
of the world to come—the resurrection 
power in this life. So great is this 
wonderful experience that much more 
than a taste might bring the rapture. 

When we come to a realization of 
how wide this environment of truth is, 
then we feel that a great responsibility 
rests upon the Church to sweep this 
environment in its divine revelation.

According to Paul’s statement, the 
resurrection becomes the center of all 
the circle. 

What was it referred to in Phil. 3:7, 
9, that enabled the apostle, with all of 
his ability, to suffer the loss of all 
things? What made this old world 
with all its beauty and charm look like 
a scavenger’s landing? Was it because 
of his incapacity to reach a high rank 
in the world’s system of his day or 
that he was suffering from an inferi- 
ority complex? It could not have been, 
when we look at his accomplishments. 
He was a Hebrew, an _ Israelite, a 
Pharisee, and of the seed of Abraham. 

He answers the question himself in 
verse 10. “That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his suffering, being made 
conformable unto his death, if by any 
means I might attain unto the resur- 
rection of the dead.” The power of the 
resurrection and the second coming 
of Jesus has been the Christian’s hope 
for ages. This seems to have been the 
“mark for the prize” to which Paul was 
pressing. 

The resurrection power has been 
manifested. Daniel had a touch of it 
in the lions’ den. The Hebrew children 
lived the resurrection power in the 
fiery furnace. Through this miraculous 


power Lazarus came from the grave, 
and in spite of the Roman seal, the 
heavy stone, and the Roman soldiers, 
Jesus came forth from the tomb with 
victory over death, hell, and the grave; 
thus proving His statement when He 
said, “I am the resurrection and the 
life.” Then, we hear the encouraging 
words of the Apostle Paul in Romans 
8. 
Thank God for a taste of that 
quickening power that we feel some 
times, which is an “earnest of our in- 
heritance.” 

Jesus said to His disciples before His 
crucifixion that they would receive 
power if they waited prayerfully at 
Jerusalem. He told them that the 
“Holy Ghost is with you but shall be 
in you.” They were encouraged by the 
Lord to wait for the enduement of 
power, for to work without spiritual 
power would be useless. They waited 
and were made world conquerors. 


Since the Lord had made several ap- 
pearances to the disciples, a public as- 
cension became the necessary com- 
plement of the resurrection and the 
guarantee of ultimate victory. 

No doubt, Jesus had privately as- 
cended to the Father, and made heav- 
en His headquarters during the forty 
days that He was teaching the dis- 
ciples things concerning the kingdom 
of God. 

Through the forty days schooling 
they had reached the place that they 
were willing to follow and obey, so 
He led them out as far as Bethany, 
lifted His hands and blessed them. 
Through this act of submission they 
not only received a blessing but were 
privileged to see their beloved Lord 
ascending, in spite of gravitation, up 
into the ethereal heavens, speeding 
on toward the heaven of heavens. 

There was something about the 
blessing that they received at Bethany 
that, when they came to this inevi- 
table separation, it did not prevent 
them from returning to Jerusalem 
with joy, where they waited with joy- 
ful anticipation for the enduement of 
power for service. While it is true that 
without the resurrection there can 
be no justification, it is also true that 
there is an ascension experience. Paul 
must have referred to this when he 
spoke to the Ephesians of being

The resurrection of Christ is the 
heart of Christianity, which makes it 
pulsate with the life of God. It is the 
keystone to the ark of truth, which 
holds all the faith of the gospel to- 
gether. It is the foundation of the 
Church. It is the mainspring of Chris- 
tian activity. It is the lever of power 
which shall move the world. It is the 
link which units all believers. “If 
Christ be not risen. then our faith and 
preaching is vain.” 

The death of Christ tells of the love 
of God. The resurrection of Christ 
tells of the power of God. “God so 
loved the world that he gave his Son.” 
“Now the God of peace, that brought 
again from the dead our Lord Jesus.” 
God gave Him and God brought Him, 
our Lord Jesus, from the dead. Thank 
God, He is our Lord Jesus and He did 
arise from the dead, that Great Shep- 
herd of the sheep. 

Let us notice the following seven 
facts: 

FIRST, that God is satisfied and 
glorified. Rom. 8:32, “He that spared 
not his own Son, but delivered him 
up for us all, how shall he not with 
him also freely give us all things?” 
Here God made the provision for us 
for all things that we need. Verse 33, 
“Who shall lay anything to the charge 
of God’s elect? It is God that justi- 
fieth.” Verse 34, “Who is he that con-

demneth? It is Christ that died, yea 
rather, THAT IS RISEN AGAIN, who 
is even at the right hand of God, who 
also maketh intercession for us.” 
Christ has provided all we need. He 
not only died, but rather is risen 
again, not only risen again, but is at 
the intercessory throne in our behalf. 
Hence He provides a whole salvation 
for the whole man in the whole world. 
Whosoever will be willing to meet the 
terms can obtain the benefits of His 
grace. 


SECOND, God was satisfied, for 
through Him we have forgiveness of 
sins. Ephesians 1:7, “In whom we have 
redemption through his blood, the 
forgiveness of sins according to the 
riches of his grace.” God, who hears 
the pleas of the penitent soul through 
our risen Lord, provides the forgive- 
ness of our sins (for while we were 
yet sinners Christ died for us) and 
grants us redemption through His 
blood. We are saved by His blood. We 
are forgiven and our sins are washed 
away by His blood. This redemptive 
work is sealed by His resurrection and 
we who partake rise, as it were, with 
Him to walk in newness of life. 

THIRD, God was satisfied in that 
He accepted us in Christ. Eph. 1:6, “To 
the praise of His grace, wherein he 
hath made us accepted in the be- 
loved.” Yes, thank God, through Him 
God has made us accepted in the be- 
loved. Surely we have a reason to be 
happy. 

FOURTH, that we are united with 
Christ. Col. 2:12, “Buried with him 
in baptism, wherein also ye are 
RISEN witn HIM through the faith 
of the operation of God, who hath 
RAISED HIM FROM THE DEAD.” We 
are to be buried with Him into death— 
DEATH TO THE OLD LIFE, the old 
man crucified—then after we have 
surrendered all, let come what may, 
the same God who raised JESUS 
FROM THE DEAD also raises us from 
a state DEAD IN SINS AND TRES- 
PASSES, to a state of LIFE—life in 
HIM. This, as Paul said, is “through 
faith of the OPERATION OF GOD.” 
We know from the experience of the 





NEW BIRTH, THE NEW LIFE, THE 
NEW HOPE, that God did RAISE 
JESUS FROM THE DEAD and that 
we are UNITED WITH HIM. Jesus 


said, “I am with you alway.” In Col. 
3:1 we read, “If ye be RISEN WITH 
CHRIST, seek those things which are 
above.” WE ARE RISEN WITH 
CHRIST (TOGETHER). 

FIFTH, every foe is vanquished. Col. 
2:15, “And having spoiled principali- 
ties and powers, he made a SHEW of 
them openly, TRIUMPHING over them 
in it.” Yes, the principalities and pow- eS : 
ers rolled a stone at the mouth of His 
tomb. They sealed it with a Roman 
seal. But angels came down, the seals 
were torn asunder, the guards became 
as dead men, the stone was rolled 
away, and JESUS CAME FORTH A 
VICTOR OVER DEATH, HELL, AND 
THE GRAVE. Glory to His name! The 
foes were vanquished and some morn- 
ing fair, when the trumpet shall 
sound, we can stand by the open 
graves of loved ones and hear the 
words, “O death, where is thy sting? 
O grave, where is thy victory?” 

Let me stop here long enough in this 
writing to say, ALL GLORY AND 
HONOR BE TO OUR RISEN LORD, 
A VICTOR OVER HIS FOES. 

SIXTH, that we shall forever live 
with Him. John 14:19, “Yet a little 
while and the world seeth me no more; 
but YE SEE ME: because I live ye 
shall live also.” What companionship 
could ever be greater than this? Yes, 
we remember the wonderful hymn, 
“Home sweet home, home sweet home, 
where we'll never roam. I see the light 
of that city so bright, in my home 
sweet home.” He is ever with us to 
cheer us on, and will be for ever with 
us in a place He has prepared for us. 
See John 14:1-6. 

SEVEN, that the Spirit is given to 
the believer. Paul said, “If any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is ‘ 
none of his.” I believe this, and I be- s F 
lieve that when a man is born of.God, 
God’s’ Spirit witnesses with his 
(man’s) spirit, that he (man) is a 
child of God, heir of God, and joint- 
heir with Jesus Christ. He is forever- 
more alive and we do feel the presence 
of His Spirit. Revelation 1:18, I AM 
HE THAT LIVETH AND WAS DEAD; 
and, BEHOLD, I AM ALIVE FOR EVER 
MORE. AMEN.

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Lcrime Challenges the Church 


The churches are in the front 
trenches of America’s crime preven- 
tion crusade. Never before has there 
been such a challenging need for ag- 
gressive, inspirational leadership 
among the boys and girls of this 
country. At the present time, only 

lf of the youth in America are being 

ached by the churches, and of those 
who are being reached, entirely too 
many are merely “on the rolls.” This 
failure to make contact with the bulk 
of tomorrow’s citizens is producing a 
fertile field for future juvenile crime. 
If America is to remain a Christian 
nation devoted to the fundamental 
ideals of the Beatitudes, the Ten 
Commandments, and the Golden Rule, 
then more adults must assume the 
responsibility of preparing young 
Americans for virile, dynamic Chris- 
tian living. 

Church attendance is a vital factor 
in the nation’s crime prevention pro- 
gram. While serving as director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation dur- 
ing the past twenty years, I have been 
profoundly impressed with the fact 
that the “churchgoing people” are the 
most substantial group of citizens in 
the nation. Church attendance and 
crime appear to be like the ingredients 
of oil and water—they do not mix. 


WHERE THE CHURCHES HELP 

The churches have an excellent op- 
portunity to fight the causes of crime. 
These are many and varied. Crime 
usually plants its seeds in the mind of 
a child during the early, formative 
years. It comes when there is a lack 
of something—lack of proper parental 
guidance, lack of wholesome compan- 

ns, lack of discipline, lack of respect 
or the rights of others, disregard for 
parents and constituted authorities, 
the lack of emotional stability. The 
value of the church in filling many of 
these needs is obvious. 

Through experience, we of the FBI 
have also observed that those who are 
active in some church are also the 
people who seem most interested in 
establishing a genuine “home” for 
their children. The greatest single 
factor in crime causation among juve- 
niles today is the disintegration of the 

merican home. In this respect the 

home” front is not one-fourth as 
strong as it should be. Undoubtedly, 
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juvenile delinquency will continue to 
thrive until we are fervently deter- 
mined to restore the home and the 
“family unit” to their former position 
of importance as the fundamental 
social unit in our national life. We 
need homes where the children feel 
inalienably attached to the family 
circle, a place where questions are 
answered, sympathy and affection re- 
ceived, and frequent family activities 
promoted which allow expression and 
participation by every member of the 
group. We need homes where children 
learn respect for their parents, respect 
for law, respect for God, and the re- 
ligious principles which must be per- 
petuated if America is to survive as a 
great nation. 


In both the church and the home, 
children must be made to understand 
their individual responsibility for per- 
sonal conduct. They must gain a per- 
sonal appreciation of the law of com- 
pensation and retribution which is un- 
equivocally administered in the 
heavens. Children must be encouraged 
to acquire sufficient religious convic- 
tion to fortify their moral conceptions 
for later years when selfish aggran- 
dizement, strong personal ambitions, 
dishonest associates, or some other 
negative influence may seek to entice 
them into bartering their birthright 
as honest, forthright citizens for sor- 
did careers of corruption and crime. 


THE CONTEST WITH EVIL FORCES 

The monthly collection and analysis 
of crime statistics by the FBI consti- 
tute a national crime barometer which 
shows that the eternal conflict be- 
tween the forces of good and the 
forces of lawlessness and destruction 
exist day and night, seven days a 
week, as a two-fisted reality. Every 22 
seconds throughout the past year, a 
major crime has been taking place. 
During an average day, 27 criminal 
homicides have been committed, as 
well as 136 other felonious assaults. An 
average of 745 American homes have 
been burglarized every 24 hours, 124 
innocent persons have been robbed, 
2,209 larcenies have occurred, and 
514 automobile owners have been de- 


prived of the use of their cars by auto 
thieves. If such trends continue, it 
will mean that during the normal life- 
time of the average American 436,475 
murders will be committed in this 
country, and 88,000,000 larcenies, 
burglaries, auto thefts and aggravated 
assaults will be perpetrated. 

Of the 1,300,000 major crimes com- 
mitted last year, 18-year-old boys and 
girls were guilty of perpetrating more 
than any other age group. And young 
Americans of less than voting age ac- 
counted for 65 per cent of all the car 
thefts, 55 per cent of all burglaries, 
39 per cent of all the robberies, 37 per 
cent of all the sneak thievery, 30 per 
cent of all the cases involving mali- 
cious destruction by fire, and 13 per 
cent of all the murders. This is fact. 

The weakening of moral fiber dem- 
onstrated by these figures is not 
the only problem. The lethargy and 
apathy of parents and adults who 
have been directly responsible for 
young people failing to receive proper 
religious education or obtain a proper 
evaluation of the governing principles 
which have brought the American 
people to their present position of 
power and prosperity have also ex- 
posed our young people to false phi- 
losophies of starry-eyed theorists and 
the nostrums of Utopian quackery. 
Failure of American parents to in- 
struct their children properly in the 
fundamental tenets of their American 
heritage have permitted many “isms” 
to thrive like parasites, gnawing at the 
vitals of the constitutional govern- 
ment and destroying the ideals of 
liberty and “equal opportunity” for 
which America stands. The only “ism” 
compatible with the religious and 
freedom-fostered ideals of the United 
States is an alert, vigorous, wide- 
awake Americanism. 


It has become imperative that every 
American arouse himself to the urgent 
necessity of instituting in each com- 
munity a wide variety of activities, 
programs, and policies designed to 
counteract the present trend. Respect 
for law, personal liberty, life, and 
property must be preached, taught, 
and practiced. There must be a veri- 
table “crusade” against crime. The 
churches have a vital task in making

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Southeastern Bible Lecture Academy

For several years I have been inter- 
ested in finding a method to help our 
ministers in their study, something 
that could be placed in reach of those 
who had been deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of a regular course in Bible 
School. Last year, while overseer of 
West Virginia, I talked with Brother 
E. L. Miller and others about such a 
school as the Southeastern Bible Lec- 
ture Academy and they were very 
favorable. The new order of district- 
ing the United States gave us an ex- 
cellent opportunity to try it out on 
even a larger scale than anticipated. 
On December 5, the state overseers of 
the Southeastern District met in con- 
ference at Atlanta and, among other 
things, discussed the school. The dis- 
cussion resulted in an endorsement of 
the school. Plans were made and a 
faculty chosen for a school of twenty- 
eight lectures, covering: I. The His- 
tory of Religion, History of Chris- 
tianity, History of the American Cults, 
and History of the Church of God. 
II. Bible lectures, the Genesis, the Ex- 
odus, the Life of Christ, the Life of 
St. Paul, the Gospels, Pauline Epistles, 
and General Epistles. III. Homiletics 
and Mass Psychology. IV. Public 
Speaking. V. The Organization, Gov- 
ernment, Teaching, Rules and Order 
of the Church of God. 


The faculty chosen for the school 
was Zeno C. Tharp, former President 
of the Church of God B. T. S.; F. W. 
Lemons, Editor-in-Chief of Sunday 
School and Youth Literature; A. M. 
Phillips, graduate of American School 
of Public Speaking, and the writer. 


The first session of school was held 
in South Carolina, February 12-16, 
1945. A class of seventy-two greeted 
us as students in this new and untried 
endeavor. It worked! The school was 
a grand and glorious success. The lec- 
turers were at their best and the stu- 
dents worked hard and turned in fine 
papers. Here is what a few of them 
had to say about the lectures:

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“AND IN SAMARIA” 


Latin America has been, from vhe 
missionary standpoint, a neglected 
field until very recent years. We have 
spread the gospel to the far corners 
of the earth, China, Africa, India, etc., 
which is all very well, but we have 
neglected our neighbor, our Samaria. 
Africa was once called the “dark con- 
tinent” but today we could well apply 
that title to South America. Some tend 
to excuse this neglect by stating that 
since the Latin American countries 
are nominally Christian, the need is 
not the same as in other foreign fields. 
The need is as great and, perhaps, 
greater. 


Both North and South America were 
originally peopled by Indian races and 
later colonized by Europeans. How- 
ever, there is one vast difference. As 
one Latin American himself put it, 
“The pilgrims who landed on your 
shores came seeking God; those who 
landed on our shores came _ seeking 
gold.” Along with these ruthless gold 
seekers came the Church of Rome to 
force itself by whatever means pos- 
sible upon the people. It is needless to 
relate the method it used—it is al- 
ready history. One has only to read 
and visit Latin America in order to 
see for himself. We inherited the open 
Bible; they have been denied the 
Word of God. For four hundred years 
it has held unchallenged sway over 
nearly 90,000,000 people, giving them 
a stone when they cried for bread, and 
the Christless cross instead of the 
Christ of the cross. Even now when 
Christians are awakening to the fact 
that Latin America needs God, there 
are some who state that one of the 
greatest hindrances to the good will 
between Latin America and the United 
States is the Protestant missionary 
effort. Naturally, Rome did not stop 
at torture of the lowest sort in order 
to force itself upon these people and 
now will not stop at anything to keep 
the light from reaching them. Only 
the gospel of love, the true love of 
Christ, not the worthless, distorted, 
Christless form which has been shoved 
down their throats, can set them free 
and break those shackles which so 
firmly bind them. For 400 years she 
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flooded these lands with nuns, priests, 
and monks, backed by vast wealth to 
support their work. For 400 years she 
has held practically unchallenged 
sway politically as well as ecclesiasti- 
cally. The nations were hers and the 
people in her hands. Instead of the 
Christ of Calvary, she gave them a 
dead Christ, a Christless cross. Her 
language is a dead one, her Christ is 
dead and her priesthood corrupt and 
indifferent to the needs of the peo- 
ple. The Land of the Southern Cross 
has long been denied the Christ of the 
cross. A noted traveler exclaimed up- 
on returning from an extensive tour 
through Latin America, “I know of 
no needier field!” 


South America is a continent of 
young nations, of vast untouched re- 
sources, a land with a great future. 
They are beginning to arouse them- 
selves from the lethargy of the past 
and, although the Catholic Church 
still holds the masses in chains of ig- 
norance and superstition, some of the 
educated who, although they still sup- 
port the church, have no religious 
convictions and still others in increas- 
ing numbers oppose all religions what- 
ever their creed may be. They are 
openly antagonistic. Why? Simply be- 
cause they have become sick of and 
disgusted with the empty, powerless, 
system of religion imposed upon them 
and they, therefore, classify all reli- 
gions alike. We must act quickly or our 
fundamentally Christian nation will 
have progressive but essentially non- 
Christian neighbors. 


And what of the Indian for whom 
no one cares but for whom Christ 
died? This race knows no political 
boundaries. America is its continent, 
from the Rio Grande to Tierra del 
Fuego. Many of them nominally Chris- 
tian but at heart pagan, many of them 
embracing a strange, confused mixture 
of paganism and idolatry, and tens of 
thousands of them, for the most part 
naked, poverty-stricken, and pagan, 
roam through the forests and along 
the river banks of regions too remote 
to be known and too infested with 
disease to be inhabited by white men, 
without homes or comforts of any 
kind, without appetizing food, or 
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clothes to wear, exposed to sun, rain, 
wild animals, to the fever-carrying 
mosquito, to snake bite, and the poi- 
soned arrows of his neighbor. They 
are without knowledge of Christ, hav- 
ing no hope and without God in the 
world. 

Latin America is certainly a blazing 
challenge to us today, especially South 
America, a continent in chains, chains 
of the devil, strong and forged in hell. 
A noted traveler said that he had 
never seen a happy face in a foreign 
land until he saw one who had be- 
lieved on Jesus. We must act quickly! 
The firm impress of Christ must be 
laid on the fluid material of these 
young nations. The task of evangeliz- 
ing a whole race at this late hour of 
the day of grace will be a tremendous 
task. We can do it only as the tide 
of prayer and self-sacrifice rises high 
and the people of God realize the ur- 
gency of the call in the light of 
the gospel. They are dying for want 
of a little love and the love of Christ 
was given them freely on Calvary. We 
must tell them of it. Only Christ can 
break the chains which bind them, 
only He can make the present brighter 
for them, and give them hope 
beyond the grave. We must go to our 
Samaria, armed with the Word of God. 
We must reach into the densest 
jungles, climb the highest mountains, 
ford the deepest rivers, and reach the 
remotest Indian with the blessed old 
story of the love of Christ for him. 
We must accept the challenge and we 
must do it quickly. Along the trails of 
the “conquistadors” must march the 
pioneers of the cross of Christ until 
that vast rich continent will no longer 
be bound by the devil’s chains but will 
be free because Christ died to make 
her free. Let us give the Land of the 
Southern Cross the Christ of the 
cross!

rection of Jesus Christ from the dead,” 
1 Pet. 1:3. “The like figure whereunto 
even baptism doth also now save us 
(not the putting away of the filth of 
the flesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience toward God,) by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ,” 1 Peter 3:21. 

Paul and Peter and all the writers of 
the New Testament recognized the 
importance of the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ, and what it means in our 
redemption. 

I would not have you get the 
impression that I think the sufferings 
of Christ and the shedding of His 
blood are nonessentials in the redemp- 
tion of man. Without it man could not 
be saved. But with all His sufferings 
and the shedding of His blood, we 
could not enjoy this redemption with- 
out the resurrection. We are not 
preaching and basing our hopes upon 
a dead Redeemer, but as Peter said, a 
lively hope by the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ. 

Back to our text: If in this life only 
we have hope we are of all men most 
miserable. And if we should overlook 
the resurrection, there would be no 
hope of life beyond the grave, because 
our hopes would be only in a Savior 
who died. And if our hopes are in 
death only, we could only hope to rest 
in death. But thanks be to God who 
raised Jesus from the dead, our hopes 
are not in the graveyard, but they are 
in a resurrected Savior, and when He 
appears in the clouds of heaven the 
dead in Christ will rise, and we which 
are alive shall be changed in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, and 
then shall we be like Him, for we shall 
see Him as He is.
